A Visit to Andersonville. 

A correspondent of the Boston Herald who re- 
cently visited the site of the prison at Anderson- 
ville writes as follows: Anderson is the name 
of a station ou the Southwestern Rallroad. about 
sixty miles, or two hours ride, from Macon. It 
is nothing but a rafiroad station, and the only 
other thing besides the railroad which oharac- 
terizes the spot is the immense Union cemetery 
of some twenty acres, over which floats the 
Star-Spangied Banner.

Being Cut Off. . 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 20.—Some weeks ago 
the City of Louisville received from the con- 
tractors to whom had been given the work the 
Crescent Hill reservoir. The cost amount- 
ed to $1,200,000, and the outward signs 
and newspaper descriptions gave the 
impression that a magnificent job had 
been successfully completed. To-day the 
fact leaked out that something had occurred at 
Crescent Hill, and it waa ascertained that the 
reservoir, to all outward &ppearance, is now a 
complete wreck. An Argus representative went 
to the Crescent Hill to take a peep at the wreck. 
It has the appearance of a ship at sea 
that has just passed through a heavy storm, 
and has been decidedly worsted. The reservoir is 
divided into two basins, known as the north and 
south basins, with a stone wall between them 
hier is called the centre bank. This centre 
bank presents a sight worth going to see. It 
is torn apart, Hke the ground would be froma 
violent earthquake, and presents a decidedly 
dilapidated appearance. What has occurred is 
what is called a slip, which commences at 
the extreme end of the western side 
of the centre bank and extends 
about two-thirds of the way across, 
it not having slipped on the eastern side. This 
aperture varies in width, but in most places it is 
about three feet wide. This is the worst looking 
feature of the slide, but the western side of the 
north basin could not be well over- 
looked. From the ¢xXtreme south end 
of the south basin to the center bank can be ob- 
served a beautiful curve, with a ‘downward 
tendency toward the middle of the western side 
of the south basin. This slide, which is a very 
ugly thing, can be accounted for in many 
ways, and there are a number of 
theories as to its cause. The bottom or founda- 
tion of the walls are su to be a three-foot 
—— and on the top inet nine to eighteen 
nches of broken stone, W furms the founda- 
tion. Lying on the foundation, sloping upward, 
are nine inches more of broken stone, and on 
top of this come the stone biocks. It is likely 
thatan immense pressure was caused by the 
water passing into the reservoir, and the pregs- 
ure of the solid stone wall, in addition to the 
heavy pressure of the water, may have caused 
the slide. Another that the 
slide might have been caused by a sink-hole. A 
number of sink-holes were found and filled up 
with concrete. It is possible that the wall may 
have been built over one of these crevices. The 
work of reparing will be begun at once.

LINCOLN’S STORIES. 


Pleasant Pen Pictures of the Great 
War President—New Anecdotes Never 
Told Before—HMow Mr. Lincoln Got 
Bid of a Consummate Bore. 

Philadelphia Times. 

Mr. Lincoln was undoubtedly the champion 
joker of the United States. When care sat 
heaviest on his heart and the prospect of a fa- 
vorabie solution of the War seemed most doubt- 
ful he would turn away from his troubles and 
lighten the gloom of the hour by one of those 
jokes which soon became National in their rep- 
utation. It was this faculty of casting away 
care that enabled the President to endure 
the wear and tear of a great war that would 
have killed most men. 

Many people will, no doubt, always believe 
that many of the jokes attributed to Mr. Lin- 
coln were manufactured outside of the White 
House and laid to the great President's account, 
and, while this was partly true, Mr. Lincoln did 
tell thousands of anecdotes, and if some cred- 
ited to him were told by others there were scores 
of Lincoin’s jokes that have never been re- 
peated or published. 

I remember one day going to the White House 
with Senator Ben Wade, when Mr. Lincoln as- 
sailed us with a perfect avalanche of jokes. Mr. 
Wade was in a hurry, having to be at the Senate 
by 2 o'clock, and it was then after II. Sit 
down, Mr. Wade; sit down, General,“ cried the

Description of an ‘Extraordinary Present- 
ment Session” at Clanakilty. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 

Cork, Ireland, March 6, 1880.—By this time 
the readers of THe TRIBUNE certainly know 
that there is a deal of distress in Ireland, 
and distress, too, which has reached a very 
close relationship to starvation. The sad 
wail of distress from this island has reached 
every nook of the civilized world, and mill- 
ions of souls have responded to the ery of 
starvation, and are still letting their sympa- 
thies flow in the direction of giving relief. 
The statement made was a general one,— 
The people are starving.” A stranger ar- 
riving on the spot on the threshold of an in- 
vestigation into the real state of things is 
amazed at the difficulties he meets. He is 
told by one man whose veracity he has no 
reason to doubt: The people are actually 
starving; I see them idle and without any 
food or means to procure it.“ Another, who 
is equally reliable, and who appears to know 
as much about the country and circum- 
stanees of the people, questions very much if 
any particular distress does exist. This con- 
flict is not to be found in one district more 
than another. South or west in certain lo- 
calities you will find the same conflict of 
opinion. Be he landlord, large or small, he 
will scout the idea. Be he tenant, he will 
assert that great want is in the! and in 
most cases his shrunken features will be a 
sufficient witness to his truthfulness. 

If distress does not exist the British Gov- 
ernment would hardly have adopted meas- 
ures for distributing money in a manner un- 
paralleled in the history of Ireland since the 
famine of 1848. When I left America, only 


a fortnight ago, there was a very general im- 


pression that the Government had done 
nothing for the inhabitants of the Emerald 
Isle. This is quite wrong, and I shall en- 
deavor in this letter to briefly refer to the 
modes ado her Majesty’s Government 
to meet the evils which would naturally 
arise from famine. 
THE SCHEME. ; 

First, they pro a system of public 
works, and scheduled a number of the Poor- 
Law Unions in the South and West, where 
the distress was the greatest. The selection 
of distressed Unions scheduled was made by 
the Local Government Board, based on re- 
ports received from their various Inspectors 
distributed throughout Ireland. The Treas- 
ury deeided to lend owners and „ a 
these scheduled Unions whatever sums 
required for ea out — reclama- 
tion of waste s, and agri ultural improve- 
ments, so as to give employment to the peo- 
ple. This money is lent at the extraordinary 
small interest of 1 per cent per annum, pay-

A SHORT TRIP. 

To reac. Clanakilty in time for the meet- 
ing it was necessary to take an vee J train on 
the Cork & Bandon Railway for a distance of 
twenty miles, and then by jaunting-car to 
Clanakilty, thirteen miles further south west. 
The scenery along the railway route to Ban- 
don was very beautiful. Now a deep ravine, 
then a high mountain; now a fertile valley, 
then a rock waterfall, with the near hill- 
sides cove with fir trees. At the various 
stations along the railway were noticed many 
idle, ill-clad men, and upon lighting from the 
carriage a great many voices pleaded for a 
penny, please, sir.” 

Perhaps you would like to know a little of 
the history of this very cold town, one of the 
largest in the County of Cork. It takes its 
name from the river which courses through 
it, and is surrounded by a finely undulated 
pastoral country.

FRESH EARTH AS A DISINFECTANT. 
| To the Editor of Thé Uhicago Tribune. 

CMCAdO, March 20.—The value of fresh earth 
as a disinfectant is not sufficiently known, nor is 
its use where its merits are theoretically recog- 
nized as general as it should be. It seems to be 
so much more certain and easy to procure some 
vaunted nostrum at a drug store that is war- 
ranted to dots work that the more simple and 
effectual agent that Nature has so bountifully 
provided is given the go-by. 

Soil to be effectual must be rightly used. Were 
the offensive matter is massed and buried it 
would require far more earth to cleanse it. De- 
caying matter put in a deep pit will not be 
benefited much more by the earth walls which 
surrounded it than were they of stone, and were 
it boxed and quite deeply buried under ground 
it would still exhale poisonous gases. 

Earth should be as finely broken up as possi- 
ble. Dust of the road is the most effectual, but 
finely comminuted soil is good, and then applied 
thoroughly, the more thoroughly the better, but 
covering well over will do, The immediate con- 
tact of the earth with decaying matter stops 
the géneration of gases, and processes of ab- 
sorbtion or chemical assimilation more or less 
completely render the sequence harmless. 
Some disinfectants step in and arrest Nature's 
process of assimilation, but never wholly, and 
they are sure to break out again, often with re- 
newed vigor. ers do not seek to arrest, but 
to trap or neutralize the gases generated, and 
never with anything like complete success. 

A small pile of turnips or cabbage in your cel- 
lar left to decay will fill your house with their 
feted odor for months. ou may help the mat- 
ter some by strewing chloride of lime around, 
for that catches some of the gas. You may 
fer the decay a little by carbolic acid or 
some other of that sort, but it will 
scarcely be effectual, while if well covered with 
fresh soil your turni may return to mother 
earth and your household know nothing of the 
matter, This city is largely a city of cottages, 
each me place yard-room, and that disagreeable, 


noisome place, the back yard, can, if a little care 
istaken, be transformed into a place of health 
and sweetness. Earth-closets can be improvised 
without the expense of the patent, and we ought 
to know that, for this purpose, coal ashes in the 
winter, when the ground is frozen, will furnish a 
fair substitute for earth. There should be no 
underground pits from which excrement can 
escape only as gas, but well drained and con- 
stantly earthed, it can be removed with little or 
no offense and used in the yard to enrich and 
beautify, instead of bearing reproach of an 
unpardonable offense. 

I think that a judiciously-made and cared-for 
earth-closet is far preferable to the ordinary 
water-closet of the town, for while it is quite as 
cleanly, it has no connectidn with that network 
of pipes that are feared to be frequently the 
distributors of disease in otherwise healthy lo- 
culities. 

Besides they are cheap. 

‘The kitchen drain is a nolsome and unhealthy 
pence, but can be nearly, if not entirely, cleansed 

a continued use of earth, the soil being used 


over and over again as occasion requires. 


The potency of this agent is not understood, 
and people generally have an idea that a far 
larger quantity of earth is required to effect a 
resulg than is really necessary. 

The carcass of a horse weighing over 1,000 
pounds, buried in finely comminuted soil to 
the depth of nine to twelve inches, will 
mingle with the earth and not one unpleas- 
ant odor exhale, and the decay will be far 
more rapid than if exposed to sun and air. 
and years would elapse before decay would be 
complete if buried in a ¢lose box at a depth 
that would insure the safety and comfort of 
those who live near the spot. 

Perhaps architects and others who have 
studied the matter can add to these surges- 
tions, and a great public good be accomplished.

Tho leading produce markets were moderately 
active Saturday, and generally lower, but were 
less weak than earlier in the day. A good many 
shorts were filled in, mostly by parties who ob- 
ject to remaining short over Sunday, and there 
seemed to be less fear of a further break, 
though apparently not much confidence in a 
speedy advance. Provisions were rendered tame 
by a decline in hogs at the Stock-Yards, to say 
nothing of the circulation of a paper signed by 
Job Butcher in April, 1765, acknowledging the 
receipt of $30 as payment in full for 10 bris 
pork, Corn was easier, as a consequence of very 
large offerings for future during two or three 
days preceding, the tidings of which were yet on 
the market. Parties able to judge have 
estimated that about 2,000,000 of July shorts 
have been put out by one firm. The 
recent large demand for spot corn is 
partially explained by the fact that one 
line alone took orders toship some 1,500 car- 
loads more than it has been able to move, and 
the parties who had contracted to deliver it at 
the seaboard within a fixed time were obliged to 
buy the cornin store, because what they had 
previously purchased free on board cars was not 
available. It is estimated that about 3,000 loaded 
cars are now on track in and about the city. It 
would seem that the short selling of corn here 
has uanecessarily depressed prices, since there 
are free buyers at e in Buffalo for distribution 
to interior points in New England. Oats were 
badly weakened Saturday by the arrival of near- 
ly 100 car loads, but parties in the trade stated 
that scarcely any of the grain was going into 
store, and the demand for consumption exceeds 
the pn xb supply. Receipts for 50,000 bu 
were sent to the elevators on Friday, and 
that much is being taken out of stare.

An Electrical Storm. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., March 16.—The extreme 
southwestern portion of Kansas has experienced 
within the past few days the interesting phe- 
nomenon of an electrical storm. Storms of this 
character are of very rare occurrence. They 
are accompanied by high winds, reaching in this 
instance fory-five miles an hour: there is al- 
most a total absence of humidity in the atmos- 
phere, while the air seems to literally full 
of electricity. Ev ~. is wen with it, 
the telegraph can worked only with the 
grenties difficulty, and if a person touches the 
trument he receives a v ery perceptible shock, 
while one passing under the wire, fifteen feet 
above, can very sensibly feel the effect of the 
current. During the storm above referred to 
messages could not be transmitted for more 
than forty miles without repeating. An electri- 
cal storm is generally followed, in a day or two.
